As in the cage of no other statesmio, certainly ia 
the modern histery of the werld, you have ths benefit of a long 
perspective and a lc .g view of our times, stretching all tie 
wav from happier days, as Mayor of your native city in the 
years before the first war, to being Chancellor of your country 
ic a period cf great trial, of great difficulty, and a}so of 
great opportunity, 


During this period particularily, as Chancellor of 
your country, you have held to a viaw of a greater Burope, a 
greater free Europe, opening up uniimited opportunities, not onl” 
to the peonie of your cwn country, not only to the pecple of 
Europe, but also to all free people; aud also a great vision 
of a greater Europe linked in a greater Atlantic partnership 
to Canada and the United States and Great Britain.

Tne measures you nave taken, Mr. President, were 
welcomed right trom the begianing and without any qualification 
whatsoever vy the German people, by the German Government, 
and by mySei.. We know that the United States of imerica is 
the leader of the free world, and we are fully aware that without 
the leadership of the United States cf America, the cause of 
freedom aod liberty all over the world would be lost. 


Let me emphasize in conclusion, Hr. Presideat, that 
we are firmiy standing by your side, Mr. President, and oy the 
side of the American pwople, and we are standing for the cause 
of y}iberty and freedom,
